A  Shabbaton  of  Dialogue 


In  my  first  year 
of  Rabbinical 
School,  my 
teacher  Rabbi 
Elliot  Dorff  told 
me  that  if  I  wanted 
to  understand 
Judaism,  I 
should  study  another  religion.  It  was 
curious  advice  to  give  a  future  rabbi, 
but  in  retrospect  I  can  understand  the 
underlying  sentiment.  Having  grown  up 
in  a  traditional  household,  I  had  only  ever 
approached  Judaism  as  an  “insider.”  By 
studying  another  faith  and  appreciating 
its  complexities,  not  only  would  I  have  a 
fuller  appreciation  of  world  religions,  but 
I  could  grow  to  be  a  more  nuanced  teacher 
of  my  own  faith.  I  took  Rabbi  Dorff  up  on 
his  challenge  and  years  later,  I  am  grateful 
for  weekends  of  dialogue  spent  with  other 
seminarians,  coursework  in  diverse  faith 
traditions  and  the  all-important  skill  to 
engage  in  interfaith  dialogue,  appreciating 
both  the  points  in  common  and  differences 
between  religious  traditions. 

Our  annual  Shabbaton  this  year 
will  turn  our  attention  squarely  to 
interreligious  dialogue.  We  will  hear  from 


a  world-class  line-up  of  speakers  from 
a  variety  of  backgrounds  to  address  the 
challenges  and  opportunities  of  interfaith 
dialogue.  Our  Shabbaton  Committee  has 
also  created  supplementary  programs  that 
will  extend  the  Shabbaton  throughout 
the  weekend  and  beyond  it.  A  series  of 
youth  and  social  justice  opportunities  is 
designed  with  an  eye  towards  engaging 
our  entire  community  in  both  word  and 
deed.  Rabbi  Michael  Paley  will  teach 
background  sessions  in  the  weeks  before 
the  Shabbaton.  I  am  personally  excited 
to  welcome  into  our  synagogue  on  select 
dates  this  spring  members  of  the  Upper 
East  Side  clergy  community  for  evenings 
of  dialogue  and  relationship  building. 

Thank  you  so  much  to  our  lay 
committee  -  Nadine  Habousha  Cohen, 
Darcy  Dalton,  Aaron  Stem,  Barbara 
Weinstein,  and  Paul  Corwin  -  for  their 
hard  work  and  leadership.  Please  be  sure 
to  see  page  12  for  details  and  look  at  the 
Shabbaton  invitation  for  a  description  of 
all  facets  of  the  program. 

The  goal  of  interfaith  dialogue  is 
not  to  demonstrate  that  we  are  all  the 
same.  As  Stephen  Prothero  recently 
wrote  in  his  book:  God  is  Not  One ,  such 


a  view,  while  lovely,  is  both  untrue  and 
disrespectful.  True  interfaith  dialogue 
seeks  to  understand  and  appreciate  how 
we  differ,  while  respecting  that  we  are  all 
created  equally  in  God’s  image.  Our  aim, 
during  the  Shabbaton  and  year-round,  is  to 
create  a  communal  realization  of  Micah’s 
prophetic  vision:  “Every  man  shall  sit 
under  his  grapevine  or  fig  tree  with  no  one 
to  disturb  him... Though  all  the  people 
walk  each  in  the  names  of  its  gods,  We 
will  walk  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  our  God 
forever  and  ever.”  (Micah  4:4-5) 

The  Shabbaton  is  the  highlight  of  the 
PAS  programming  year.  It  is  a  time  to 
learn  together  and  to  pray  as  a  community, 
to  reconnect  with  friends  and  meet 
new  ones,  to  deepen  our  own  Jewish 
commitments,  and  this  year,  to  learn  how 
to  be  in  dialogue  with  others.  See  you 
there!

Off  I  Go,  Into  the  Wild  Blue  Yonder... 


In  September 
2009, 1 
nominated 
Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  to  be 
named  a  Patriotic 
Employer  by  the 
Employer  Support 
of  the  Guard  and  Reserve.  The  nomination 
narrative  read  as  follows:  “Being  one  of 
very  few  Jewish  Chaplains,  the  synagogue 
has  gone  out  of  its  way  to  ensure  that  I 
am  able  to  serve  our  country.  Beginning 
with  a  predecessor  of  mine,  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich,  Jewish  chaplain  for  General 
Eisenhower  during  WWII,  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  continues  a  history 
of  dedication  to  service  in  the  military.” 
This  award  is  now  proudly  displayed  in 
the  Clergy  suite  on  the  second  floor.  I  am 
greatly  indebted  to  this  community  for 
allowing  me  to  continue  my  service  to  our 
great  nation  while  also  serving  as  your 
rabbi. 

As  I  approach  the  two-year  mark  from 
my  ordination  as  a  rabbi,  I  am  required 
to  complete  a  one-time  Basic  Chaplain 


Course.  From  10  January  2010  to 
1 8  February  2010  I  will  be  at  Fort 
Jackson,  South  Carolina,  attending  the 
Air  Force  Chaplain  Service  Institute. 

This  six-week  course  focuses  on  unique 
aspects  of  ministry  within  the  Air  Force. 
Specifically,  this  course  is  intended  to 
give  chaplains  an  opportunity  to 
understand  America’s  diverse  religious 
heritage  and  experience  the  value  of 
ministry  within  a  pluralistic  society. 

Areas  of  instruction  will  include: 

■  Air  Force  Ministry  -  including 
modeling  ethical  leadership,  casualty 
notification,  enhancing  and  maintaining 
spiritual  leadership,  and  crafting  devotions 
in  a  pluralistic  environment; 

■  Readiness  -  including  expeditionary 
ministry,  traumatic  stress  response, 
emergency  ministry  in  a  deployed 
environment,  and  field  worship; 

■  Skill-Set  Training  -  including 
Applied  Suicide  Intervention  Skills 
Training,  couples  counseling  (premarital, 
cohabiting,  and  married),  Sexual  Assault 
Awareness,  and  Domestic  Violence 
Awareness  and  Response  Training. 


Presented  at  a  graduate  level,  the  240- 
hour  curriculum  will  prepare  me  for  my 
continued  involvement  as  a  Reserve 
Chaplain,  and  also  enhance  my  knowledge 
base  as  your  rabbi. 

The  opportunity  to  serve  as  a  visible 
reminder  of  the  Holy  while  ensuring  that 
Air  Force  members  and  their  families 
are  able  to  exercise  their  constitutional 
right  to  freedom  of  religion  is  an  honor 
and  a  privilege.  We  read  in  D'varim  -  the 
Book  of  Deuteronomy  -  that  “before  you 
join  battle,  the  priest  shall  come  forward 
and  address  the  troops.  He  shall  say  to 
them,  ‘Hear,  O  Israel!  You  are  about  to 
join  battle  with  your  enemy.  Fet  not  your 
courage  falter.  Do  not  be  in  fear...’  (Deut. 
20:2-3)  The  battlefields  of  history  have 
almost  always  reserved  a  place  for  men 
and  women  of  God.  In  our  country,  this 
tradition  dates  back  to  our  nation’s  first 
leader,  General  George  Washington.  I  am 
proud  to  continue  this  tradition. 

During  my  absence,  you  can  continue 
to  reach  me  through  my  PAS  email  and  I 
plan  on  writing  a  weekly  message  “From 
the  Trenches.”

t  the  dedication  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  sanctuary 
building  in  1927,  PAS  President 
Jacob  Friedman  acknowledged  the 
founders  of  the  congregation  saying,  “1 
feel  that  we  have  kept  faith  with  them. 

And  it  is  my  fervent  hope  that  those  who 
come  after  us  will  keep  faith  with  us  in  the 
same  measure.”  If  Friedman  could  visit 
PAS  today,  would  he  think  his  hope  had 
been  realized?  Would  he  be  relieved  that 
the  exquisite  stained  glass  dome,  gilded 
decorations,  and  trompe  l’oeuil  “marble” 
of  the  sanctuary  have  been  meticulously 
maintained?  Would  he  miss  entering  the 
synagogue  through  the  magnificent  cast 
stone  facade  on  87th  Street?  Would  he 
be  amazed  and  gratified  that  there  are 
almost  as  many  children  enrolled  in  the 
Congregational  School  as  there  were 
members  of  the  synagogue  in  the  late 
1920’s? 

If  Friedman  were  to  study  a  current 
issue  of  the  PAS  Bulletin  or  Program 
Calendar,  he  would  discover  that  while 


meeting  the  challenges  and  circumstances 
of  the  21  st  century,  the  PAS  of  today 
indeed  keeps  faith  with  the  values  of 
the  founders  and  the  builders.  At  the 
dedication,  community  leaders  appealed 
for  the  uniting  of  faiths  in  fellowship 
and  religious  tolerance.  This  month  our 
Shabbaton  focuses  on  interreligious 
dialogue.  The  dedication  featured 
musical  presentations  by  the  Cantor,  the 
Synagogue  Choir  and  guest  artists.  This 
month  we  honor  our  synagogue  musicians 
and  look  forward  to  hearing  our  Cantors 
in  Concert  next  month.  Friedman  called 
on  the  synagogue  to  offer  intellectual 
engagement  and  spiritual  comfort  to  adults 
and  to  provide  friendship  and  ideals, 
laughter,  song,  and  human  understanding 
to  young  people.  From  adult  education 
classes  to  varied  worship  opportunities, 
we  continue  to  offer  adults  a  variety  of 
gateways  to  Jewish  engagement.  The 
high  school  and  youth  groups  provide 
our  children  and  teens  with  comradeship, 
fun,  and  Jewish  identity.  Friedman 
was  also  concerned  with  the  financial 
responsibilities  of  maintaining  the 
synagogue.  In  every  Bulletin  issue  we 
acknowledge  the  generosity  of  members 


whose  gifts  sustain  the  synagogue. 

As  we  continue  to  keep  faith  with 
our  past,  we  create  programs  and  events 
which  will  be  the  traditions  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  in  the  future.  Our 
first  congregational  Israel  trip  was  in 
2004.  This  year  there  are  multiple  PAS 
Israel  trips,  each  tailored  to  a  different 
demographic  within  the  community.  Our 
annual  gala  recalls  the  “Gala  Affairs”  of 
years  ago.  Be  a  part  of  our  present  and 
our  future.

The  Living  Bridge  From  PAS  To  Israel 


Ellen  Alt,  PAS  Artist  in  Residence 

PAS  has  been  an  active  partner  in 

the  innovative  Jewish  Lens  project 
since  its  inception.  Founded  by 
world-renowned  photographer  Zion 
Ozeri,  the  Jewish  Lens  is  a  gateway  to 
the  exploration  and  discovery  of  Jewish 
identity,  values,  and  peoplehood  through 
photography. 

In  addition  to  our  ongoing  commitment 
to  the  Jewish  Lens  curriculum,  PAS 
is  one  of  five  New  York  City  schools 
chosen  for  a  special  partnership  in  Israel 
called  The  Living  Bridge.  The  goal  of  the 
Living  Bridge  project  is  to  develop  strong 
and  vital  partnerships  between  Israeli 
and  American  teens  to  enable  the  next 
generation  in  the  establishment  of  their 
own  link  to  Klal  Yisrael  -  the  vast  tapestry 
that  is  Jewish  Peoplehood. 

The  five  Living  Bridge  teachers 
from  NYC  recently  spent  a  full  week 
at  a  seminar  in  Israel,  meeting  their 
counterpart  teachers  and  schools.  I  went 
up  north  to  the  Yigal  Allon  school  in 
Nazeret  I  Hit  to  meet  our  “twin”  school 
and  class.  Our  partner  teacher  is  Ofra 
Erlich  from  Moshav  Sde  Yacov;  her  class 
of  40  seventh  graders  was  very  excited  to 
“meet”  our  Zayin  class  students  and  get 
this  partnership  rolling. 


In  order  to  prepare  for  the  Israel 
seminar,  each  of  our  Zayin  students 
prepared  an  ID  form  with  basic 
information  such  as  favorite  holidays, 
music,  activities  and  what  Shabbat 
means  to  them.  I  took  our  completed 
ID’s  to  Israel  and  shared  them  with  the 
students  there.  In  turn  they  gave  me  their 
ID’s  to  bring  back  to  our  students.  The 
Israeli  students  write  impressively  well 
in  English.  They  had  many  questions 
about  our  students  including  what  kind 
of  housing  do  they  live  in,  how  long  is 
their  school  day  and  what  do  they  eat  for 
breakfast.  The  Israelis  were  surprised 
to  find  out  that  our  students  learn  about 
Judaism  at  the  synagogue,  because  in 
Israel  they  learn  about  Jewish  subjects 
in  their  regular  school  and  don’t  always 
attend  synagogue. 

The  theme  for  our  year  long 
partnership  is  “Earth,  Wind,  Fire  and 
Water.”  The  project  is  to  prepare  mixed 
media  artwork  using  paint,  photography 
and  written  texts.  We  will  be  looking  at 
both  traditional  and  Israeli  sources  for 
inspiration.  1  will  be  working  closely 
with  rabbinic  student  Daniel  Geffen,  the 
Zayin  class  teacher.  Each  school  will 
create  two  identical  sets  of  work  based  on 


the  theme.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year, 
each  school  will  send  one  set  of  work 
to  the  partner  school,  and  both  schools 
will  have  simultaneous  exhibits  of  the 
work  from  both  Israel  and  New  York. 
Students  will  also  have  the  opportunity  to 
develop  individual  friendships  with  their 
counterparts  through  correspondence  and 
exchanges  of  photographs. 

I  look  forward  very  much  to  both  the 
process  and  the  product  of  this  exciting 
project.  I  hope  you  will  come  view  the 
results  during  the  exhibition  planned  for 
May  of  this  year.
